t;ri>ss and probably also for local 
offices. 


In Iowa tho Republican platform 


opposes the Southern pulicy of Pros- 
idf nt Hayes and demands a tariff for 
revenna. 
In Vermont the county 


conventions approve of the Presi- 
dent's) entire policy. 
In Wisconsin 


the rulf> of bo-is Kcyes is disputed 
by Independent Republicans, who 
threaten in bolt if the Boss is to nse 
the pany to make himself United 
States Senator. 
In Tunnesaer the 


colored Republican organ, the Knox 
ville E.enin\nfr, reports that the col 
ored voters are splitting their tickets 
on local nominations and voting for 
Democrats vbere these are the best 
men. 


In Georgia the Independent move- 


ment is making a break in tue Dem 
o^ rutic ranks, and there is a prospect 
that three of the new Congreismeu 
will b) Independents. lu L >uisiauu 
the Independent^ propose to nomi 
nate Congressmen in several dintricts; 
%od Mr. Piuobo.tfk, in his paper, is 
prep.rin? to carry u part of the col- 
ored vote over to that side. 
In that 


State and also in Mississippi there is 
strong disaffection with the Demo- 
cratic party of the North; the Vicks- 
burg Herald, a Democratic journal, 
writ a, "A large portion 
of the 


Southern people to day think the 
South has bien treated more unjust 
ly by the Northern Democrats than 
by the present administration." 
In 


South 
Carolina the Independent 


movement is denounced, and the 
Democratic organs counsel the avoid 
•nee of all disputed questions and 
adherence to the plutform of 187U. 


The Alabama Democratic platform 


is very brief, bnt renews its pledges 
of protection to the colored people. 
The Itepablican platform denounces 
the Democrats M monsters, ami 
urges Government aid to a Southern 
Pacific Railroad. The Michigan Dem- 
ocratic platform d«olartn» that gold 
and silver are the money of the Con 
stitution and that paper money ought 
to be redeemable in them at the op- 
tion of the holder; also it demands 
economy. The Iowa Democrats, on 
the contrary, want to inflate the cur- 
rency and repeal the Resumption 
act. 


The most remarkable political pro- 


dnctionn of the year are the Arkansas 
and Missouri Democratic platforms. 
The Democrats of Arkansu demand 
that greenbacks shall be a legal ten- 
der for all debts; that the national 
toaok notes shall be retired and 
greenbacks substituted for them "in 
such amounts as the necessities of 
business shall demand;" that United 
States bonds shall be taxable by the 
State governments; that silver shall 
be remonetized and the Resumption 
aet repealed; that there shall be no 
increase of the interest bearing debt 
of the United States, bnt that the 
Government shall aid a Sonthern 
Pacific railroad. 
How? By whis- 


tling? Finally these brilliant Arkan- 
sas Democrats declare for a revenue 
tariff, and invite the colored voters 
to help thorn elect their ticket. The 
Missouri Democrats are of very much 
the sane mind as their Arkansis 
neighborfl. 
Their platform requires 


the abolition of the national bank 
notes; tbo isine of legal tenders to 
take their place: the purchase and 
cancellation of United SUtes bonds 
with the notes so issued; the free 
coinage of both gold and silver, and 
a tariff for revenue. 
Finally it de- 


mands the improvement by the fed- 
•eral government of the Mississippi 
River and its tributaries, and de 
clares the political equality of all 
citizens. 


The financial planks in that* plat- 


forms have the snpport in advance of 
a very eminent Democratic states- 
man—no less a person than Senator 
Thnrman—who has declare.! himself 
in favor of the repeal of the Res amp 


1 and the abolition of the national 
, bank*.

| In Iowa, Hwois. Indiana, Miohi- 


i gan and Pt'UD»Mv*uiu the Nationals 
and (IreenbaOavern have nominated 
{cauih lutes on platforms which agree 
siibstantiallv with the Arkansas and 
Missouri Democratic declarations; 
and in New York and other States 
tb'-y will also make nominations. 


Tno States have held general elec- 


tions. In Oregon, where the Repub- 
lican party found itself used by the 
poiiucttl loaders for the purpose of 
re elfiiu,' Senator Mitchell, the peo- 
ple turned against it and gave the 
State to tho Democrats, thus declar- 
ing themselves independent of the 
Republican political ring. 
In Cali- 


fornia, in electing members for a 
Constitutional Convention, the peo- 
ple completely smashed both politi- 
cal parties. 
The Convention con- 


sists of one hundred and fifty-two 
delegates, of whom eighty-six ars 
Noa Partisan, seven are Democrats, 
eight Republicans and fifty-one Kear- 
neyites. 
It may be said, therefore, 


that the only State elections held this 
Summer have resulted disastrously 
to political organizations anil have 
proved the strength and determma 
tiuti of the Independent voters; for 
there is no donbt that if the Oregon 
Republican leaders had not attempted 
to use their party in Senator Mitch- 
ell's interest they conld have carried 
the State. 
As to the Califormans, 


they seem to have become disgusted 
with botu the old organizations. 


The lust session of Congress made 


manifest the disorganization of both 
parties. Sitting from October to the 
middle of Juno, neither party in 
either house was ever able to hold a 
harmonious caucus on any question 
except the electi n of officers of tho 
two House8 
The Republican Sena 


tors, having a slight majority in their 
House, tried in vain to nnite their 
members against the President's 
Sonthern policy; thoy did not even 
try to unite on any other question. 
The Democratic representatives were 
no more successful, even on the 
Army bill, und in both Houses, 
during the whole long session, meiu 
bnrs of both parties not only voted as 
they pleased, regardless of party 
bonds, but it did not occur to any 
one to reproach another for bis inde- 
pendence. 
Congress was, in f.ict, 


little better than a mob, and the 
only point on which the Democrats 
in the House were united was an at- 
tempt at economy in appropriations, 
but there the Senate Republicans 
were also united on the other side 
and beat the 
Democratic House. 


The book of estimates called for one 
hundred and seventy six and a quar- 
ter millions; the Democratic House 
cat thin down to one hundred and 
forty-seven and a half millions; the 
Republican Senate raised it to one 
hundred and sixty-two and three 
quarter millions, and the two Houses 
finally compromised on one hundred 
and fifty-seven and a quarter mil- 
lions. 
The administration, if it had 


bad a clearly defined and vigorous 
policy, might have brought the dis- 
cordant elements together and made 
the session useful. As matters went, 
with no bead or leader, nothing was 
accomplished for the country, the 
utmost efforts of wise men of both 
parlies being needed to prevent the 
pas<mga of wild and injurious legis- 
lation. 


The Congress to be elected this 


Fall will not meet until December of 
next year. 
Long before then specie 


payments will have been resumed 
and the currency question will be 
substantially settled. 
In that cuse 


the inflationists and anti-resnmp 
tionists will have lost their grievance; 
for when resumption is once achieved 
nobody will be crazy enough to dis- 
turb it. 
Meantime the Greenback, 


Labor. National and other organiza- 
tions show a good deal of strength 
imd will contribute to the destrnc 
lion of both the old parties, as the 
Kearney movement caused the sud- 
den di«appearance of both in the re- 
cent California election.
